The Architects Building 

The committee exploring alterna- 
tive space for the Boston Society 
of Architects has looked at sev- 
eral properties. The space, 
ideally, should house, in addition 
to Chapter office requirements, a 
Bookstore and public display 
space. 


We are anticipating that the loca- 
tion be a place where Architects 
could rent space and share con- 
ference and meeting rooms as 
well as xerox facilities, reception 
area and telephone answering 
services. The space would also 
be rented in the traditional 
manner. This would become 
known as "The Architects’ Build- 
ing” in this community. 


Assuming that the location and 
the costs are acceptable. we are 
interested in finding out, without 
committment, of course, whether 
or not some of the BSA member- 
ship would be interested in this 
kind of undertaking. If you are

Concern Expressed to 
Governor Dukakis 

The Board of Directors has ex- 
pressed concern, in a letter to 
Governor Dukakis over several 
matters which have surfaced in 
the press in recent weeks. These 
have to do with the role of the 
Designer Selection Board regard- 
ing the selection of management 
consultants for the University of 
Massachusetts contract at 
Columbia Point. In addition, legiti- 
mate contract negotiating rela- 
tionships between Architects and 
the Bureau of Building Construc- 
tion has come under a cloud. 
These reports reflect discredit on 
the profession and certainly have 
undermined public confidence in 
the state contracting process. 


We have pledged, along with the 
MSAA, to support the Governor 
in any way he might request to 
ascertain the facts in the various 
allegations.

Florence Ladd 


AIA Honorary Member 
Eleven persons, who have made 
distinguished contributions to the 
architectural profession or its 
allied arts and sciences, have 
been elected honorary members 
of The American Institute of 
Architects. Included in this 
electee is Dr. Florence 
Cawthorne Ladd, environmental 
psychologist, MIT. Dr. Ladd 
became the Assistant Dean for 
Academic Administration for 
MIT's School of Architecture and 
Planning in June, 1977. Trained 
as an environmental psycholo- 
gist, Ladd has directed her inter- 
ests toward architecture, 
successfully bridging the gap 
between social psychology and 
the design profession. 


Ladd uses her expertise in resi- 
dential environment, black urban 
youth, gerontology, and higher 
education in her work as author, 
teacher, consultant, and, most 
currently, administrator. Her 
studies of the urban environment 
and articles (such as “The Mean- 
ing of an Indecent Home," ‘‘Resi- 
dential Environment and the 
Family Life Cycle,” and “Black 
Youths View Their Environment”) 
have resulted in new definitions 
of urban problems. 


She will receive her honorary 
membership at the National Con- 
vention in Dallas May 21-24.
